Plant in good 
rich soil, with a little peat moss or steer manure 
added, and be sure drainage is good. Outdoors, space 
plants one foot apart, and plant one-half inch deeper 
than they were in the pots. Firm soil around roots 
with your fingers, soak thoroughly and keep moist. 
Peat moss or damp soil mounded around each plant 


until growth starts, will help prevent drying out. 
Fertilize lightly once a month after plants are 
established.
